Approximately  a  year  ago,  on  the  sunny  Monday 
morning  of  October  12,  1959,  over  300  people 
gathered  in  the  BHS  Community  Theater  to  witness 
Berkeley  High  School's  Bellamy  Flag  Award  Cere- 
mony. Students,  teachers,  and  prominent  persons 
from  all  walks  of  life  applauded  as  Bellamv  Award 
Director  Miss  Margaret  Miller  presented  the  then 
ASBHS  President,  Steve  Brodsky,  with  the  coveted 
large  American  flag  and  scroll  which  have  come  to 
symbolize  outstanding  high  school  achievement. 

Miss  Miller  designated  Berkeley  High  School  for 
the  award  as  a  "representative  California  high 
school  in  a  state  which  has  many  outstanding 
schools.  However,  the  primary  basis  for  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  Bellamy  Award  to  Berkeley  High 
School  is  the  achievement  of  its  Alumni,  its  out- 
standing record  of  good  scholarship,  its  promotion 
of  good  citizenship  in  school  and  community,  its 
peaceful  and  commendable  integration  of  races  and 
religions,  the  remarkable  work  of  its  faculty  and  the 
specific  accomplishments  of  its  alumni  in  the  fields 
of  Government,  education,  sports,  arts,  the  Theater, 
and  the  Armed  Forces." 


A  little  over  one  year  has  passed  since  that  proud 
morning.  But  memories  of  it  still  remain. 

So,  too,  remains  Berkeley  High  School's  great 
interest  in  other  Bellamy  Award  winners.  This  year, 
for  instance,  Berkeley  High  joined  in  extending  best 
wishes  to  the  1960  Bellamy  Award  winner,  Cony 
High  School,  in  Augusta,  Maine.
